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The Doctrine of 


Has Appeared at Intervals During the Gospel Era. 
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May he among us now more than some suppose. 
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( Part 2. ) 

Right in the face of Acts 
15;29 that doctrine taught to 
eat things sacrificed to idols, 
‘That ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols.’’ It is evi- 
dent that Paul had to contend 
with some who were influ- 
enced by this doctrine when 
he wrote and advised them to 
have nothing to do with meats 
offered to idols for the sake of 
the weaker brethren and _ ac- 
counted it as sin against Christ 
to sit at meat in the idol’s 
temple. This doctrine carries 
with it aselfwilled disposition. 
‘‘T’m going to do what the 
Lord shews me whether it 
pleases folks or not.’’ I have 
often heard this and similiar 
expressions, but never thought 





of it at the time in connection 
with the Balaam docirine. 
The fifth and last charac- 
teristic of this doctrine we 
will consider at this time is 
that it teaches to commit for- 
nication. Of course it has 
its slick, slimy, magical way 
to do it until the victim is in- 
nocently deceived and wholly 
in thedark. Zimri, the char- 
acter above referred to, was 
so duped by its wily influence 
that he brought the Midianit- 
ish woman into the camp of 
Israel and took her into one 
of the tents right in the pre- 
sence of Moses and the con- 
gregation of Israel. It is the 
Balaam doctrine that leads in- 
to ‘‘freeloveism.’’ It is the 
Balaam doctrine that is fol- 





lowed when men and women 
get to kissing each other in 
obedience as they say to Paul 
and Peter where they teach 
to greet each other with a ho- 
ly kiss. It carries them on 
into more daring deeds of sin 
and vice and all the time de- 
clares ‘““The Lord led me.’’ 
Peter as well as Rev. 2:14, 
shows that this doctrine comes 
right into the church and takes 
hold of those who may be ve- 
ry spiritual. Notice he states 
that they have forsaken the 
right way as if they have once 
been in the right way. (2 Pet. 
2:15.) The first description of 
them as he gives it is that 
they refuse to recognize gov- 
ennment. They say haughti- 
ly, ‘I’m going to let the Lord 
lead me. I don’t expect to 
be governed by man.”’ “‘T’]l 
elo so and so if the Lord shows 
me.’ “The Lord showed 
me to do this and I’m going 
to do it whether any body 
likes it or not.’ Peter says 
they are Presumptions, self- 
willed and not afraid to speak 
evil of dignities. (Those in 
authority.) (2 Pet. 2 10.) 
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Peter shows further that they

are spots and _  blemishe 
sporting themseives with 
their own deceivings while 
they feast with you. Then 
they will come right into the 
midst of the true worshipers

Peter further describes them 
saying, ““Having their eyes 
full of adultry, and that can- 
not cease from sin; beguiling 
(they seem sweet and lovely 
and “anal id entertaining 
in mannne gor" conversa- 
tion.), unstable souls: an 
heart they have exercised 
with covetous practices; curs- 
ed children: which have for- 
saken the right way, and are 
gone astray, following the 
way of Balaam the son of Bo- 
sor, who loved the wages of 
unrighteousness.’ (2 Pet. 
2:14,15.) Please notice he 
says they are gone astray, fol- 
lowing the way of Balaam. 
What was the way of Balaam? 
Turn to the record and you 
will see that he would not go 
at first, even at the call of the 
king who had the highest au- 
thority, unless the Lord 
shouldspeak unto him. The 
record shows that he hada 
conversation with God and he 
said “Thou shalt not go with 
them; thos shalt not curse the 
peopl:.””
